been extended some 15 miles in 
length 
and 
increased 
in 
width 


in many places, I am 
of 
the 


opinion that the 
allowable 
for 
the East Texas field should be 
increased 
perceptibly." 


• Smith asserted other fields have 
been increased on presentation of 
statistics prepared 
by engineers 


and geologists and "because of 
the great potentiality of the East 
Texas field it appears that the 
allowable 
production 
should 
be 


increased to such an extent that 
it would stimulate drilling, there- 
by giving employment and pro- 
viding food. ' clothes and 
shelter 
that will be needed by workers 
and their families in East Tex- 
as-" 


He said In view of the 
facts 


presented he could see no ob- 


i jection to the plan presented 
to 


1 the 
railroad 
commission 
for 
a 
great increase in East Texas pro- 
duction. 


"This plan would permit pro- 


duction of oil (no reference is 
here made to oil already above 
the ground, but oil to bo pro- 
duced) in line with potential pos- 
sibility of the field," said Smith.

WASHINGTON, Nov. Zl.—lff)— 
The federal government, whic,h al- 
ready holds more than a fifth of 
the land in the United States, is 
stopping- up its purchase of acre- 
age. The rate of acquisition has 
doubled since July 1. 


Harry W. Blair, assistant 
at- 


torney general who handles the 
government's land titles, has been 
passing on titles for the resettle- 
ment administration at the rate 
of 600 to 800 a week, in addition 
to ordinary government purchases. 
In the year 
ended 
June 
30, 


Blair and his assistants passed on 
titles which brought the govern- 
ment 2,830,121 acres and 1,912 ad- 
ditional parcels of land at a cost 
of $23,765,847. Parcels are bought 
by lot, instead of by acres. 


The government now operates 


an estate of 405.218.023 acres of 
the nation's 1,903,216,40-acre area. 


"This "public domain" in apart, 


from the 27,000 farms and nearly 
3,000 city homes which New Deal 
units are holding to sell, and the 
hundreds of thousands of acres 
"rented" from farmers to carry 
out the crop-control program. 


Blair says, "the United States is 


now the 
largest 
landholder in 
North America, and one of the 
largest in the world."

mists and optimists, suffer from 
th« "same basic deficiency—lack 
of good sense, sound discernment 
and appreciation of proportions. 


Our world is full of wallers to- 


day, who can see no present or 
ultimate good in the depression 
(which has humanized society and 
set the standard of social respon- 
sibility forward by centuries); or 
in the invasion of Ethiopia by 
Italy" (which has so crystallized 
the world's sentiment against im- 
perialism that an ages-old 
era 


has come forever to an end). As 
for the world war, with all its 
horrors and evil consequences, it 
has "at least given mankind a 
world-consciousness and a peace 
mind, and established the Wilson 
principles as a standard toward 
which society must progress. 


They Pitied Themselves. 
It "is a dark day for any man 


or nation when the mood of self- 
pity "becomes dominant. That is 
what' had happened to the Jews 
returned from exile. They had 
made a brave beginning, and then 
had slumped, under the impact 
of difficult conditions. The early 
ardor of a common purpose to 
rebuild the temple had broken 
down into a timid Individualism. 
It was every man 
for 
himself,' 


"Safety first"—always a coward's 
slogan—had become the popular 
motto. 
Personal 
security 
and 


comfort- and prosperity had grad- 
ually superseded the glowing zeal 
for Zion. Public spirit and relig- 
ious enthusiasm were both at a 
low 
ebb. Cautious 
materialism 


held sway amongst these Jews 
who were 
so sorry for them- 


selves; and who cast many a re- 
gretful glance back at the com- 
orts of life in Babylonia. 
In 
other 
words, 
something 


worse than a foreign invasion had 
jefallen the Jews who had re- 
urned to Jerusalem. The citadels 
3f their souls had been stormed 
ind conquered by fear and self- 
nterest. That worst of all trage- 
dies, defeat 
of the spirit, had 


overwhelmed them. 
They 
were 


deallsts who had lost their vision. 


Ho, For The Inspircrs! 


Into this gloomy company of 


defeatists came two prov'-iets, to 
stiffen the slack backs of the 
people, and to put purpose and 
tlow into their hearts. That is 
i primary function of the. true 
>rophet. He brings people back 


amidst the ashes of discontent, 
we yearn for TOore preaching, 
teaching and writing that will 
help us know ourselves to 
be 


sons of God, enfolded within His 
eternal plans. 


"Business As Usual." 


These two prophets who had 


come to the Jews in Palestine 
had one major "concern" as the 
Quakers put it. The state of the 
unfinished temple, and all it sym- 
bolized, was on their souls. The 
rebuilding which 
had 
been 
so 


joyously begun by the first re- 
turned exiles had ceased. Fires 
of revival had turned to ashes. 
Personal 
prudence and 
expedi- 


ency had supplaned zeal for God's 
house. People were engrossed in 
their own affairs, and the -tem- 
ple stood neglected, an unfinished 
structure that was a repreach to 
their faith, a confession of fail- 
ure, 
and a repudiation of their 


high aims in leaving Babylonia 
for the homeland. 
,. 


Neglect of the house of wor- 


ship had not benefitted those who 
had put business first. In this 
the prophets saw cause and 
ef- 


fect. God honors those who honor 
Him. It is at our own peril that 
we disregard the worship of the 
Highest. Haggai did not mince 
words" in pointing out the conse- 
quences of their conduct to those 
who had made an idol of "Pros- 
perity;" and who dwelt In panel- 
led houses while God's house lay 
in waste. "Consider your ways," 
said he—which is good advice for 
everybody at all times. "Ye have 
sown much, and bring in little; 
yet eat, but ye have not enough; 
ye drink, but ye are not filled 
with drink; ye clothe you, but 
there is none warm; and he that 
earneth wages earneth wages to 
put. It" into a bag with holes." 


That is to say, the 
people's 


selfishness had not got them any- 
'where. They had neglected first 
things for second 
things—and 


had not got the latter. God was 
not permitting real prosperity to 
those who refused to honor Him. 
Their programme of "business as 
usual" had collapsed, as it did in 
Great Britain in the early days 
of the world war. Life's machin- 
ery will not function if it is out 
of gear with its great Center.

old. 
A board of three member! 
appointed by the governor would 
select a director. 
While it would not become ef- 
fective for 90 days from Nov. 14 
Governor Allred said he intend- 
ed to appoint the board immedi- 
ately. 
Governor Allred said he would 
sign the bill although the legis- 
lature failed to finance payments 
The legislature 
allocated three- 
fourths 
of prospective revenues 
from liquor 
taxes 
and license 


fees, calculated at 
.$4,000,000, to 
pensions but other tax measures 
failed. 
"Like the liquor bill," said the 
governor of the pension act, ''it 
has its defects, and I am sure it 
is not exactly as any of us would 
prefer. I really felt, however, that 
in view of the conflicting opinion 
and many difficulties under which 
the 
legislature 
operated 
during 
the last 30-day session, it was 
little short of 'an achievement to 
get any kind of an old age pen 
sion bill through. 
No Funds Frorlded 
"Of course, the main trouble 


with the old age pension bill is 
that no funds have been provid- 
ed to finance it. I do not. feel, 
however, that I should veto the 
bill on that account as it would 
necessitate calling another imme- 
diate session of the legislature 
and throwing back into their lap 
this highly controversial and far- 
reaching subject. The only course 
left open, apparently is to sign 
the bill as it is and call another 
session after January 1st to pro- 
vide funds for these pensions. 
"'The bill does not go into effect 
for 90 days. It provides for a 
commission of three members and 
a director since I have felt for 
some time that I would probably 
have to appoint such a commis- 
sion, I have already practically 
made up my mind on the matter 
and will probably make the ap- 
pointments 
within the next 24 


hours in order that they may 
make their plans for the future." 


While the bill provided for max- 
imum pensions of $15, which the

aid under the social security act, 
all payments were contingent up- 
on revenue being provided for a 
special old age assistance fund.

Furthermore, the Idaho 
senator has pointedly demanded 
reorganization of party leadership. 


While Borah has refused to com- 


mit himself on his 1936 plans, the 
activity of his friends out in the 
states virtually assures that the 
Idahoan's name and views will go 
before the primary voters and—- 
if he wins—the national convention. 


When Borah arrived here last 


week his reply to Inquiries as to 
whether he would enter the pri- 
maries was: "I can't say I won't." 
According to word reaching here, 
unless he eliminates himself more 
positively than that, his name will 
be entered. 
Most of the primary states dp not 


require the consent of a candidate 
for his name to be entered in the 
preferential primaries.

J. S,—You may have had a large 


blackhead in the place where there 
appears to be a hole in the skin;
